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Radio In Review 


By John Crosby 


Shadow and Substance 


A young girl in Wisconsin last 
year shot and killed 
her 
lather 
and later told the court she had 
been prompted to the act 
by a 
radio drama in which a young girl 
shot her father. A boy 
in 
New 
Jersey successfully 
opened 
and 
robbed a safe. In court, 
he 
ex­ 
plained he had learned the safe­ 
cracking art from 
a radio 
pro­ 
gram. In 
Graterford, 
Pa., 
last 
March five felons heard 
a radio 
dramatization of the Holmesburg 
prison break in Philadelphia, took 
careful notes and used the same 
general 
plan in 
an 
attempted 
prison break from Pennsylvania’s 
Eastern penitentiary. 
Those are just a few examples 
of the influence of radio on crime. 
These are dozens of others, 
and 
each arouses a mud uproar. The 
effect of murder mysteries in pro­ 
moting actual crimes has been fre­ 
quently and unfavorably discussed 
for years and, I think, little 
un­ 
derstood. Radio is not the 
only 
medium to bear the wrath of the 
public for its handling 
of crime 
either. Newspapers for years, 
in 
many cases justifiably, have been 
accused of fostering crime by sen­ 
sationalizing it. Radio is just the 
newest scapegoat. 
Without attempting 
to defend 
all the excesses of 
crime 
pro­ 
grams, I think 
it ought 
to 
be 
pointed out that it is 
an 
over­ 
simplification to blame any actual 
crime directly on the radio even 
when the perpetrator tries to lay 
the blame at radio’s door. Any one 
who commits a crim© in emulation 
of a radio program is sufficiently 
weak-minded to commit one for a 
variety of other reasons and very 
likely would commit one even if 
there were no 
such 
thing 
as a

m independent station. All net­ 
works have rules against the glor- 
ificntion of the criminal, 
though 
sometimes the rules are stretched 
pretty far. 
On esthetic grounds, many who­ 
dunits deserve censure; on moral 
grounds, I believe any 
form 
of 
suppression would be a flagrant 
misuse of censorship. Many of the 
great masterpieces of 
literature 
are 
murder 
stories—“ Macbeth” 
and “Crime and Punishment” 
to 
name two. I don’t mean to put any 
radio programs in a 
class 
with 
Shakespeare or Dostoevsky but. it 
seems to me the 
classics 
prove 
that crime stories 
of themselves 
are not reprehensible. 
The handling of crime 
stories 
is another matter. Many of them 
are purposefully sordid 
without 
anv comnensating 
realism. 
Out­ 
right torture or fiendish methods 
of killing are breaches 
of 
taste 
and inexcusable as drama. (And 
I’ll include Mr. Shakespeare 
in

too.
